F. D. R. P roposes Creation of 
Security, Works, Loan Agencies; 
Sees Saving of $15,000,000 


W ashington, April 
25—President 
Roosevelt subm itted to congress to­ 
day a sweeping government re-or­ 
ganization plan calling for creation 
of three new 
federal agencies by 
merging welfare, works and lending 
functions. 
A fourth point of the plan, first 
to be projected under the recently 
enacted 
government 
re-organiza- 
tion act. calls for transfer of 
the 
budget bureau from the Treasury to 
the executive office. 
A new federal 
security 
agency 
would be created, as well as a fed­ 
eral works agency and a federal loan 
agency. 
The chief executive estim ated the 
re-organization plan u'ould result 
in an annual saving of from $15,- 
000,000 to $20,000,000, He placed the 
present overhead of all the agencies 
concerned at about $235,000,000. 
' Certain of these economies can 
be brought about almost Im mediate­ 
ly,” Mr Roosevelt asserted “Others

Some idea of the tremendous 
size of the New York World’s 
fair and the even greater pro­ 
portions of the business and 
travel it will induce in all parts 
of the country, especially in the 
eastern United States, was given 
Gettysburglans Monday evening 
by E. F. Gerish, of the New York 
fair administration, in an ad­ 
dress in the Hotel Gettysburg 
annex. 
More than 150 persons 
attended. 
Mr. Gerish, who has been 
loaned to the statistical depart­ 
ment of the fair by the Stand­ 
ard Oil company of New Jersey, 
listed interesting statistics that 
indicated the comparative size 
of the New York fair and other 
fairs of the last half century and 
hinted at the huge proportions of 
the “tourism’’ or tourist business 
available for highways or com­ 
munities that can attract it. 
Following th e address, the Cham­ 
ber heard George Brown, of the 
York Cham ber of Commerce, outline 
a plan for the erection of a num ber 
of highway billboards at strategic 
points on eastern highways to direct 
traffic onto the Lincoln highway and 
to Gettysburg.
